A POST OFFICE 




The suggestion to create n McGill Briuich Post Ollice 
which appeared in our correspondcnce colunins some 
time ago has apparently received little attention. The 
scheme has much to reeoiuineuil it. There are in atteud- 
aiice at McGill this year well nigh two thousand stu- 
dents the iiuijority of whom come from outside points, 
and are constantly in receipt of correspondence. Under 
the proposed scheme all letters bearing the general ad- 
dress, McGill University would come to the branch post 
ollice where they would be sorted and pigeon-holed until 
called for. 

The present system is very unsatisfactory as letters 
with the general address of McGill are ajjt to be found 
in anyone of a half a dozen different places. Tliey may 
be found either in the Registrars Ollice, any of the facul- 
ty buildings, Strath(ona Hall, or the Union, where they 
are placed in a public notice board and where they are 
apt to be lost or mislaid. 

All the many societies v.'ould receive their corres- 
poudeuce at the post ollice anil no risk would be taken 
by anyone who sent unregistered letters coutaiuiug 
elieqiies or money orders. Not of the leat importance 
would be the sale of ^amps and the sale of money or- 
ders. This convenience would he much appreciated by 
all and would be niiiile fu'l use of. 

This matter :"s oi'e v.!ii':ii is well worthy of the at- 
tcutiou of tlie St'ul'.'!'i.s Council 

The Supply Eoom would be the logical place for 
such an oflice and we feci .sure that the Postal auvhori- 
ties would be ^hid to co-operate iu any such scheme. 
The expenses of fuch a venture would not be great and 
■.vtir.'fi in ro'>ahility be borne liy tlic ;;ovenniU'nt.

PHYSICAL SOCIETY 



A meeting of the Physical Society 
was held iu the l'hysiral Huildin^ on 
Wednesday afti-rnoon. Mr. J. .\. 
CJray presentinl a pai>er on "Sonic 
Properties of Alpha, Ucta, and Clam- 
ma Rays::, An alpha ray from a ra- 
diactlve substance is emitted with a 
certain detlnite velocity, proceeds in 
almost a straight line, an-l ionizes 
nearly every atom it encminters. 
tieipcr olitaincd the relative number 
of alplia rays scattered by a body at 
different angles, and showed that two 
different mechanisms were at work. 
Rutherford explained the results by 
assuming that the i)ositive charge of 
the .itoni was concentrated at is Cen- 
tre. The atoms adjacent to the path 
of an alpha ray gain momentum and 
energy at the expense of the alpha 
ray, so much in fact that some of 
them are capable of ionizing. 

The ali'ha ray therefore loses ener- 
Ky all alonu its path. From the en- 
ePijy lost, it is found that the numb- 
er of electrons in an atoiu is of the 
order of the atoinic weight.
